OMPLETE freedom in the disposition of the pieces of furniture in a room is 
C always highly desirable, but probably never more clearly demonstrable 
than in the instance of the hospital ward. Here, one must pay full regard to 
flexibility in the placing of beds as well as to the need for daily ward clean- 
ing. The question may be asked, which heating system will measure up to 


these stringent demands? 

A heating system which finds favour with more and more architects faced 
with this sort of problem is Crane Skirting Heating. This system employs 
heating panels in place of the normal skirting boards and therefore (a) is 
unobtrusive; (b) is easy to keep clean; (c) is not obstructive to free arrange- 
ment; and (d) eliminates *hot-spots’. In the accompanying illustration arrows 
mark the position of the panels. 

Crane Skirting Heating panels are made in two types. Used here is the 
9-inch Type R (radiant) which is also made in the 6-inch size for smaller 
heat requirements. Type RC (radiant-convector) is made only in the 9-inch 
size. All panels are in 2-ft and 1-ft lengths and are made of cast iron, which 
gives them considerable resistance to accidental damage. The operations of 
calculating heat requirements and designing the pipework are in principle 
no different from those for conventional radiator heating systems. 

Wherever the architect needs greater freedom of expression than conven- 
tional heating systems allow him, and at the same time has to pay due con- 
sideration to costs, the answer is, undoubtedly,

1 ina publication of the Arts Council report 
on “Housing the Arts in Great Britain” 
has coincided most happily with a period 


when we are enjoying one of the all-too-brief 


post-war periods of financial effulgence. 

The main topic of the report is the ever- 
present need of a National Theatre. It is now 
over ten years since the National Theatre Act 
became law, with a solemn undertaking on 
the part of the Government of the day to 
provide a million pounds from national funds 
for a National Theatre to be housed on the 
South Bank, facing the site of the new 
Government offices over the river. The 
Government offices have since been built, but 
all we have seen of the National Theatre is 
the foundation stone. 


Since then there have been three—or is it 
four—financial crises, but no subsequent 
Government has ever dared to suggest that 
the Act be repealed. They have all said: “*Yes, 
by all means a National Theatre, but let us 
wait until the country is more prosperous 
and we can afford it.” 


After its recent bout of generosity to the 
taxpayer, the beer-drinker and the cotton 
industry, the present Government will 
find it hard to avoid honouring this

long-standing obligation and it is to be hoped 
that it will respond promptly and generously 
to the appeal which is being made to the 
Treasury by an all-party delegation. 

In the ten years the Building Cost Index 
has risen from 245 to 364 (taking 1939 prices 
as 100) and the estimated cost of the theatre 
has risen from the original million (based on 
sketch plans and an inadequate schedule of 
accommodation) to nearly two million pounds. 
This, while a considerable sum, is only a tiny 
fraction of the reputed cost of the adjoining 
Shell buildings. 


It is common knowledge that most con- 
tinental towns manage to provide themselves 
with a subsidized town theatre and indeed 
regard it as a point of pride to do so. The 
public arts are regarded as much a public 
service as the public parks and no one ought 
to expect them to pay for themselves on a 
strictly commercial basis. 

Even if it is true that we are a nation of 
shopkeepers, we should, if only for the 
benefit of the growing tourist trade, put our 
goods in a better shop window. In dramatists 
and actors we lead the world. It is up to the 
Government to see that we do so in a worthier 
setting.

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EVENTS AND COMMENTS 


THE HOOK REFINERY 


For the moment the Caltex Company has decided not 
to proceed with its project to build a 1,000 acre oil 
refinery at the mouth of the Hamble river. A public 
inquiry was to have been held this week to hear objec- 
tions to the grant of planning permission, the Hampshire 
County Council being among the principal objectors. 
Personally 1 think that this decision should not be 
allowed to lull the objectors into unwatchfulness. 
Projects of this magnitude are not lightly laid aside. 
I feel sure that some other approach will be made and 
that this is just a feint. At the same time I hear 
rumours of new high-speed plastics-lined pipelines 
running beside the railway tracks. Just how far this 
idea has been developed and whether there is any con- 
nection between it and the Caltex change of mind I 
do not know. The battle for the Solent is not yet won. 
The proposed nuclear power station at Hamstead has 
yet to be dealt with. 

In writing about the Solent Water Park recently I 
wronged our stable companion, the Yachting World, 
by saying that the original idea for a Solent National 
Park came from Sir Hugh Casson. It did not, the sug- 
gestion first appeared in Yachting World. Sir Hugh, 
in an article praised Yachting Monthly for its imagina- 
tive idea! 


FELIX CANDELA 

The large hall, seating, | believe, 1,300, at Friends’ 
House, Euston Road, was packed on Tuesday last 
week, to hear the famous Spanish-born Mexican archi- 
tect-engineer, Felix Candela. Fifteen hundred more 
were unable to obtain tickets. The meeting clashed 
with the annual general meeting at the R.1.B.A. which, 
this year, was attended by 135. The audience at 
Friends’ House, though predominantly young, con- 
tained many well-known architects and engineers. 

Professor Candela, whose fluent English was some- 
what mangled by the public address equipment, con- 
fessed to being terrified on the occasion of his first 
lecture in Europe, and in the presence of his largest 
audience, but he soon warmed up. Broadly speaking 
his theme was that he built his shell concrete build- 
ings because he liked doing it. The shape always 
came first, with the calculations, if any, second. Some- 
times he was a little worried and occasionally his 
paper-thin slabs shook in the wind. On the whole 
they were satisfactory. Intuition played a big part in 
his work. Since he has built, in the last five years, 
more than 120 shell-roofed buildings in Mexico city 
alone, he can be said to speak with some authority. 
He now works mainly as an engineering contractor in 
close collaboration with other architects. He has his 
own firm in which his brother and sister are partners, 
“with some others to help”. Candela considers that 
a too great dependence on calculations leads to failure 
to exploit fully the properties of reinforced concrete. 
My impression, however, after hearing him, was that 
he was to some extent pulling our legs, for every now 
and then he wandered off into technical talk which 
was not at all in line with his claim that it was all so 
simple. The fact that he has written monographs on 
the calculation of shells tends to support this leg-pull 
theory. 

However the buildings are produced, the results are 
both striking and, in many cases, beautiful. The 
umbrella roofs of his large warehouses no less so than

his churches and chapels. The wonder is that he finds 
so many clients who are willing for him to carry on 
his experiments. At his press conference someone 
asked whether the shells ever cracked or let in the rain. 
He admitted that they did both. When the rain came 
in and formed a pool on the floor, he said, its position 
was noted and a man was sent up on the roof to fill 
the crack with mortar. All very simple. 

All Candela’s shapes are based on the hyperbolic 
paraboloid which can be formed by straight lines lying 
on a warped parallelogram. This allows the framework 
to be built entirely of straight members and avoids 
cumbersome and costly arched shuttering. One of his 
most interesting developments is in his use of the shell 
form in the substructure—which is no more than the 
superstructure in reverse distributing the load, instead 
of concentrating them on the vertical supports. 

I understand that the professor’s main interests in 
this country have been visiting our modern housing 
and our pubs. He is a most amusing speaker and I 
would like to hear him again in better acoustic 
conditions. 

The lecture, one of a series to be given in this 
country, was arranged by the British Council and the 
Joint Committee on Structural Concrete. 


NEW MATERIALS AT THE 


BUILDING CENTRE 


The Building Centre has put on an interesting tem- 
porary exhibition of new, or nearly new, building 
materials and equipment. Some eighty products are 
being shown. A first impression is that quite a number 
of them will not make the grade either because they 
will not stand the test of time, or on account of cost. 
Many have the germs of excellent ideas and it is here 
that the real value of the exhibition lies. Plastics are 
very fully represented and range from mosaic 
“tesserac” to sheet linings for worn cold water 
cisterns, and from rainwater goods to sinks. Architects 
will probably be less enthusiastic about some of the 
new products than will the public. The public always 
wants the latest thing, regardless, while the architect 
spending other people’s money wants to know how 
the product will look in London in 20 years’ time. 
Cautious in launching out with new materials he likes

to think, nevertheless, in terms of theory and this very 
worthwhile exhibition will give him plenty to think 
about. The exhibition was opened by Mr. Harmer 
Nicholls, M.p., Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry 
of Works, who warmly praised the Centre for its work. 


THE LIFE OF PAUL SLICKEY 


Mr. John Osborne’s new musical play at the Palace 
Theatre has not had a very good Press. Whether it 
merits the often very rude remarks made about it, I 
do not know. I am told, however, that Sir Hugh 
Casson’s sets are excellent, they received a round of 
applause on the first night, and have been commended 
on the radio and in a number of papers as compen- 
sations in an otherwise not very entertaining or 
pleasant evening. Sir Hugh has been unfortunate with 
his stage sets. Two operas, Alceste, at Glyndebourne, 
and Troilus and Cressida at Covent Garden, are seldom 
performed and his sets for The Burning Boat, a musical 
play at the Royal Court Theatre used only half a 
dozen times, and now Paul Slickey’s life does not, at 
first sight, look like a long one. 


HIGH HOTEL IN PARK LANE 


The latest news of the proposed high hotel in Park 
Lane is that, as a result of the inquiry in November, 
1957, a new scheme has been produced for a building 
320ft high. The Royal Fine Art Commission has 
issued a statement saying that, although not opposed 
to high buildings in London as such, the question of 
size and shape, and architectural quality and relation 
to setting has to be considered. It has restated its case 
against high buildings around public spaces as origin- 
ally submitted to the L.C.C. in 1956, as follows: 

“The Commission considers that it would be unwise 
to suggest that the proximity of open spaces 
necessarily makes a high building desirable. High 
buildings dominating the London Parks or Commons 
would provide spectacular views for those who occu- 
pied them, but for those who used the open spaces, the 
rural atmosphere which is found in many of them and 
which is unique to London would disappear. This 
would contribute a grave loss.” The Commission feels 
that if permission were given for this building it would 
be difficult to refuse others at different points on the 
perimeter (there is already one such project for the 
north side of the park) and that the final result would 
be similar to Central Park, New York. 

This argument seems to me very powerful. Unfor- 
tunately after the 1957 inquiry the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government made it clear that his main 
objection to the original scheme was its high density 
and not its overall height, which was then 380ft. At 
that time the R.F.A.C. gave as its opinion that the 
new building should not be more than 100ft high. The 
Commission thinks that it will have the support of a 
large body of public opinion in its opposition to the 
present proposal. I am sure that it is right. Let us 
all shout together, now, and loudly. 


NEW PRESIDENT 

As briefly noted last week, Mr. H. T. Cadbury- 
Brown, A.A.DIP.(HONS.), F.R.1.B.A., has been elected 
president of the Architectural Association for its 113th 
session which begins on June 1. He was educated at 
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Westminster School, and the A.A. where he gained his 
honours diploma in 1935. As a result of winning a 
competition for a British Railways Ticket and Parcels 
Office, in 1937, he set up in private practice. He was 
commissioned in the Royal Engineers, T.A. in the early 
thirties and became, during the war, Brigade Major of 
an anti-aircraft brigade in Orkney. He returned to 
private practice after the war, working part-time on the 
teaching staff of the A.A. School, from 1946 to 1949. He 
visited the United States in 1956, as critic to the School 
of Architecture at Harvard, and at present holds the 
appointment of architectural tutor in the sculpture 
school at the Royal College of Art. He served on the 
R.1.B.A. Council from 1951 to 53, and has been a 
member of the A.A. Council since 1953. He was a 
member of the M.A.R.S. group and took part in the 
1938 exhibition and was largely responsible for the 
administrative organization of the C.I1.A.M. Conference, 
held in England, in 1947 and 1951. 

His work includes all types of buildings, from 
housing (Harlow, Hatfield, Basildon and Hammer- 
smith) to the memorable fire and water fountains at 
the South Bank exhibition in 1951. He excels at in- 
teriors as those who have seen his conference room in 
the Time-Life Building will know. This excellence 
comes from careful detailing and a high appreciation 
of elegance in form and colour. He is at present work- 
ing with Sir Hugh Casson and Professor Robert 
Goodden on designs for new buildings for the Royal 
College of Art, in Kensington Gardens, near the Albert 
Hall. Mr. Cadbury-Brown is assisted in his prac- 
tice by his American wife, whom he married in 1953. 
She shares all his enthusiasms including, apparently, 
the one for draughty old motor cars. 


ROYAL ACADEMY PRIVATE VIEW 


The smell of stale fried food was even stronger than 
ever at this year’s Private View. Surely something 
might be done about it? In the rooms near the restau- 
rant it was quite nauseating. It reminded me strongly 
of Victoria underground station. Having given the 
pictures a fairly close iook on Press day, I felt that I 
could look more closely at the private viewers and 
I confess, to some disappointment. There are almost 
no eccentrics left. Very few people seemed to have 
dressed up for the occasion. I saw only two morning 
coats and practically no one dressed like an 
academician. The women were rather brighter than 
the men, but I saw not a single fantastic hat, although 
there were a number of rather curious ones. Sponge 
bags, lampshades and beehives, these were in some 
profusion and under some of them, devilish pretty little 
faces. But, generally speaking it was a dull parade. 

In spite of the P.R.A’s slighting reference to “leftish” 
art there is quite a lot of modern painting to be 
seen in the galleries, some of it interesting, but some 
which could be lumped in with the general run of 
dullness and mediocrity. Neverless, there is some 
excellent painting to be seen, enough good work in 
fact to make a visit worthwhile. Some of the “old 
masters” have now become pitifully bad and it is sad 
to see them in decline. Others paint on with undi- 
minished vigour. As usual there are some puzzles, not 
problem pictures, for they are, it seems, out of fashion, 
but puzzles of admission. It would be interesting to 
know, for instance, the grounds on which the large 
stone baby donkey was admitted to the sculpture 
gallery. Looking through my catalogue I find that I 
marked over a hundred paintings. That is getting on 
for ten per cent. 

ABNER 
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R.1.B.A.’s_ A.G.M. 
and Anti-Ugly Meeting 


HERE were no stormy scenes at this year’s annual 

general meeting at Portland Place. President, 
Basil Spence was able, with little difficulty, to rattle 
through the business of getting the streamlined annual 
report approved by the 135 members present. The 44 
pages of the report received on an average two minutes 
discussion each and with a farewell statement from 
retiring secretary, Bill Spragg (a pity there were not 
more members present to cheer him on his way) and 
a short “hallo” from his successor, Gordon Ricketts, 
the entire proceedings were over within an hour and 
three quarters. 

Points raised in the discussion of the report included 
one on the numbers of recognized schools of architec- 
ture likely to be necessary when the new standard of 
entry becomes effective (Richard Sheppard agreed that 
the number might have to be reduced). 

There were the usual calls for more and better 
publicity for the profession. Lionel Brett (chairman of 
the Public Relations Committee) thought this had 
improved recently, but agreed it could be better. The 
president remarked that “Every time the word ‘architect’ 
is seen in the Press a blow is struck for architecture” 
an observation of commendable piety, although the 
“blow” is aimed at architecture as often as it is for. 

The section on the finances of the institute, which the 
membership and some of the council apparently find 
so very difficult to understand, took its usual buffeting, 
although much-harassed treasurer, Jefferis Mathews, 
had a slightly easier task this year. The much disliked 
examination and entrance fees, such an easy and profit- 
able source of revenue, were again argued over. Some 
members thought they should be reduced, particularly 
as the external examination system will cease to operate 
as the new standard of entry takes effect. But the 
treasurer refused to give way, maintaining the essential

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fairness of taxing the least privileged members of the 
profession in this way. 

The president, reflecting on his own youth, also 
reminded the meeting how proud he had felt at paying 
these fees for the privilege of becoming an architect. 
One wondered how many of the 135 present really 
agreed with him. 

Next year the a.g.m. may be more lively. Problems 
like the challenge of the package dealers and all-in 
boys; the possible establishment of a two or multi- 
tiered profession; the dawning realization that the 
effect of the implementation of the Oxford Conference 
proposals will be to revolutionize education, and the 
ultimate effect the proposed constitutional reforms will 
have in the Allied Societies. These are some of the 
clouds that loom on the horizon. It is odd how in 
recent times the storms at Portland Place have 
occurred biennially. This year there was no storm. 


+ * + 


An air of tranquility also pervaded the Anti-Ugly 
protest meeting against the proposed civic centre, held 
at Kensington Town Hall, on the same evening. 
“What Goes Up Next?” the meeting was labelled, 
with a stirring subtitle, “Fight Civic Centre Folly”. 
About 150 people were sufficiently stirred to attend, a 
number somewhat greater than that for the average 
political meeting in the Royal Borough, but the 
principal speakers, J. M. Richards, lan Nairn and 
Christopher Gotch, found themselves preaching to the 
converted. The balloon was not the next thing to go 
up, and the discussion was dull and uninteresting. 
Scared of political commitment, and finding itself 
wooed by the preservationists, Anti-Ugly Action is in 
a delicate position. The meeting was not very success- 
ful, but A.U.A. must be congratulated for organizing 
it in the first place, and shame on the people of 
Kensington for not attending in larger numbers. 
Perhaps the meeting should have been held on the 
same day as the highly successful protest demonstra- 
tion and march. But that is being wise after the cvent.

R.1.B.A. Constitution: 
Five More Recommendations Approved 


Five more recommendations of the Constitutional Com- 
mittee of the R.I.B.A. have now been approved by the 
R.1.B.A. Council in principle as follows: 

Differentiation. Under these recommendations there will 
be no differentiation by classes of membership (as regards 
membership of Council) and no differentiation by cate- 
gories of employment or occupation. 

Nomination and Election of Officers. Arrangements for 
the nomination and election of the president and two past- 
presidents, for the appointment by the council of two vice- 
presidents from its elected members, and arrangements for 
the council to appoint an additional vice-president in 
special circumstances from outside the elected members of 
the council remain as at present. The chairman of the 
Allied Societies’ Conference will also be, ex officio, a vice- 
president, R.I.B.A., as at present. The honorary secretary 
and treasurer are to be appointed by the council from the 
elected members of council or from those who, having just 
completed a six-year term of office, would otherwise be 
debarred from service on the council. There will be no 
restriction on the class of membership of honorary officers 
other than the president. 

Representation of Other Bodies. The representation of 
the Association of Building Technicians and the Architec- 
tural Association on the council will be discontinued as 
will the direct representation of the Salaried and Official 
Architects’ Committee (at present two members ex officio). 
The chairman of the R.I.B.A. Registration Committee and 
of the Board of Architectural Education will continue to 
be ex officio members of council, but neither will now have 
to be a Fellow. In principle the appointment of further 
ad hoc or ex officio representatives will be discouraged to 
maintain the basically elective character of the council. 

Overseas Representation. All Corporate members, 
R.1.B.A., resident overseas shall have the right to vote in 
the national list at council elections. The council is to 
work towards federal relationship with the Commonwealth 
allied societies and try to evolve some form of federal 
consultative council or councils. This is to be referred to 
a new Commonwealth and Overseas Committee. Until 
this committee makes its recommendations the existing 
provisions by which five overseas societies (Australia, 
Canada, India, New Zealand and South Africa) appoint 
their presidents as nominal members of the council with 
deputies acting in the United Kingdom will be continued, 
but the deputies will have to be appointed from elected 
members of council. 

The first four recommendations of the committee, 
approved by the council, were published in the A. & B.N.. 
April 15, 1959. The situation now is that nine recom- 
mendations of the committee have been approved in prin- 
ciple, which means that the committee can work on these 
lines while keeping its ear to the ground for protests or 
suggestions from members 


Minister’s Talks on Building Research 


Confusion and extra building expense, it was said in 
the Commons, have resulted from the multiplicity of 
architectural research organizations in the country. 

The claim was made by a Socialist M.P., Mr. Barnett 
Janner, during question-time. He asked the Minister of 
Works, Mr. Hugh Molson, to consider setting up a 
department as is done in Holland and Sweden to sift and 
classify technical information. 
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The Minister told him: “The Government have, for 
some time, felt that there was room for improvement in 
the co-ordination of building research. It therefore 
decided that all research should be under the D.S.LR. 
As recently announced, I shall not therefore re-appoint 
my advisory council on building research and develop- 
ment. In its place there will be a standing conference 
on building research, which will be under the aegis of 
the Lord President of the Council (Viscount Hailsham). 

“The dissemination of technical information will con- 
tinue to be my responsibility. I am discussing with the 
industry the many problems involved.” 

Mr. Janner asked if the Minister was satisfied that the 
new set-up would provide facilities for architects to obtain 
information quickly “so as to cut down the expense on 
building, and provide more efficient buildings.” 

Mr. Molson replied: “That is exactly what I am at 
present discussing with those concerned in the building 
industry—architects, builders and quantity surveyors.” 
(In Parliament—May 5.) 


New Professor at Harvard 


A historian of architecture, James S. Ackerman, of the 
University of California, will become Professor of Fine 
Arts at Harvard Uunversity on July 1, 1960. Among art 
historians, Dr. Ackerman is known especially for his work 
on the history of architectural theory and on the archi- 
tectural history of the Italian Renaissance. 


Manchester Building Forum 


The Manchester Building Forum met at Buxton from 
May 1-3, for all sides of the building industry to discuss 
mutual problems in the management of building projects 
under the title of “Symposium One—Towards Manage- 
ment”. Referring to fixed-price tendering in his speech 
to the forum on the Saturday, the Minister of Works, Mr. 
Hugh Molson, said: 

“In order that a building job should be done satis- 
factorily, it is necessary that all four partners should play 
their part. What is needed is: 

(a) A building owner who knows what he wants and 
does not change his mind; 

(b) an architect who can design and plan a good build- 
ing to meet the building owner’s wants; 

(c) a quantity surveyor who can present to the con- 
tractor for tendering a fully planned and documented job; 

(d) a builder who can offer a firm competitive price and 
carry the job economically and quickly to completion 
with up-to-date methods of construction and site manage- 
ment, working all the time in close co-operation with the 
architect and the quantity surveyor.” 

Mr. Peter Trench, 0.B.£., director of the N.F.B.T-E., 
defined the building industry as consisting of four main 
groups; the professional and design groups, consisting of 
architects, engineers, quantity surveyors and consultants; 
the commercial group of manufacturers, producers, 
distributors and stockists of materials; the industrial group 
of builders, sub-contractors, specialists and operatives, and 
the service group for research and matters educational 
and governmental. 

The capital investment programme is of the order of 
£1,500 million annually, he said. In addition to expendi- 
ture on new buildings, some £400 million are spent 
annually on maintenance work. Thus the annual turn- 
over of building and contracting work is in the region of 
£2,000 million, or approximately half the annual gross 
capital investment of the country. In fact it is estimated 
that about three-quarters of the value of the nation’s 
fixed capital is a product of building and civil engineering. 

Cost of building has a direct bearing on the cost of 
exports, said Mr. Trench. “Our society is dependent upon 


industry and our standard of living dependent upon our 
industrial capacity. The cost of producing our fixed - 
assets is of vital importance, for this cost is reflected in 
the price of goods produced and, therefore, their com-

petitive selling power abroad. This cost is also reflected 
at home as measured by interest, rent and depreciation. 
Our constant aim must, therefore, be to increase our 
productivity, for only in this way can we sell more and 
raise our standard of living. 

“If in the building industry we can increase our pro- 
ductivity by five per cent we can save £100 million, or 
alternatively build £100 million worth of building more 
than we have at present, with the same resources. 

“Since the war agriculture has increased its productivity 
by 50 per cent, building by less than 20 per cent. 

“This increase in productivity is not merely a question 
of making the building operative work harder, but lies 
in the hands of all the groups outlined above, for the 
greatest increase in productivity can be brought about 
by an increase in managerial efficiency and the best 
possible use of plant, man-power, materials and land. 
This is the concern and responsibility of all of us.” 

This first residential symposium held by the forum was 
limited to jobs having a contract value up to approxi- 
mately £100,000. These problems were discussed from 
the point of view of the architect by J. M. Austin-Smith, 
F.R.1.B.A. and Eric S. Benson, F.R.1.B.A., the point of view 
of the builder by R. O. Gerrard, M.a., and of the quantity 
surveyor by R. G. Davis, F.R.1.c.s. But, as Mr. Benson 
said in his summing up, the symposium had not said much 
about the point of view of the wider audience which would 
spend the next 30 or 50 years looking at what was built. 

The second symposium, next year, will be on “The 
Official Client and the Building Industry”. 


Progress on Urban Motorways 


The president of the R.ILB.A. is to ask to see the 
Minister of Transport as part of the institute’s campaign 
for architectural representation on urban study groups 
set up to study the problem. The Minister has stressed 
the importance of the best professional advice in the 
architectural and town planning fields in correspondence 
‘with local authorities—-which he has re-affirmed in letters 
to individual M.P.s—but he points out that he has no 
power to insist on this. He has suggested that architects 
might better direct their energies to tackling the local 
authorities, and the institute is asking its Allied Societies 
to approach all the M.P.s in their area. The Essex, 
Cambridge and Hertfordshire Society of Architects have 
already done this. 

Mr. Richard Sheppard, standing-in for the president at 
the post-council press conference last Wednesday, 
indicated that the R.LB.A. had received a rebuff in its 
approaches to Manchester and Northumberland County 
Council. Letters received from these bodies stated that 
they were only dealing with traffic problems: there was, 
therefore, no need to call in architects at this stage. 

We are writing again to put the R.LB.A. case, said Mr. 
Sheppard. It is just at that point where the architect 
should be brought in: on the fact-finding committee. The 
next stage would be the phase problem and the architect 
should know the problems over the period of twenty 
years selected for the survey by the study groups. 


R.I.B.A. Calendar 


The Calendar will be issued in 1959 to all and there- 
after, only to those who ask for it, annually. 


Handbook on Arbitration 


The Practice Committee are preparing a handbook on 
arbitration procedure which will be published in two to 
three months time. It will explain arbitration procedure 
in non-legal phraseology. It is intended primarily for the 
interest of young architects, but it is expected that experi- 
enced arbritrators will find something of value in it. 
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Law and Administration 


Town and Country Planning 


Some of the powers granted to authorities by the Town 
and Country Planning Act, 1947, are not often used and 
the right to serve a notice under Section 33 of the Act 
is one such. This section empowers the local planning 
authority, if they consider that the condition of open land 
is Causing injury to local amenities, to serve a notice on 
the owner and occupier requiring appropriate steps to be 
taken to abate that injury. 

It has never been easy to decide what the section meant 
when it stated that such a notice could be served in respect 
of “any garden, vacant site or other open land”. Could 
the section apply, for example, to the land round about a 
factory building which was being kept in an untidy or 
unpleasant condition? This was the question which the 
Lord Chief Justice, Lord Parker, considered in Stephens v. 
Cuckfield R.D.C. 

The premises concerned in that case were a sawmill and 
sawmill yard. In 1955 the sawmill and yard were let to a 
company who used the property for breaking-up vehicles 
and adapting the parts for sale. The local authority were 
unable to prevent this use because it was in the same use 
class as its predecessor. But the authority objected to the 
manner in which the yard was used and kept. They 
therefore served a Section 33 notice requiring the removal 
of all cars, car bodies and machinery from the “open 
land within the curtilage” of the property. 

The Lord Chief Justice, after carefully examining the 
relevant parts of the Act, Regulations and Orders, decided 
that the notice was a nullity because “Section 33 of the 
Town and Country Planning Act, 1947, properly con- 
strued, must be limited to a case where, at any rate, the 
garden, vacant site or other open land is not within the 
curtilage of a building and has not, as it were, acquired 
the user of that building”. 

Though the Lord Chief Justice thereby disposed of 
this case, he pointed to other problems yet to be settled. 

“In order to make sense of this scheme of legislation 
and to avoid . . . absurdity . . . one must limit the words, 
‘garden, vacant site or other open land’, to a garden, 
vacant site or other open land which is, at any rate, not 
within the curtilage of the building. I appreciate that that 
may give rise to questions in some cases as to what is 
and what is not within the curtilage of a building, and 
indeed it may be that the curtilage is not the right test, 
but that the test is whether, as in the use classes order, 
the land is occupied with and used for the same purposes 
as the building; but so far as the present case is con- 
cerned, there is no difficulty, because the notice itself is 
specifically dealing with the condition of open land within 
the curtilage of the premises.”

within the limits imposed by the town 
planning authorities and the require- 
ments of the Building Acts. The 
problem was intensified by the shape 
of the site which occupies over 1,000 
ft of the length of Eastbourne Ter- 
race but is only 120ft deep. 


Design 


Each building has been designed 
to have a separate identity without 
losing the coherence of the street 
facade, and the buildings are of vary- 
ing sizes in order to give flexibility 
in letting. An 18-storey tower block 
on the northern half of the site is the 
focal point of the scheme. The nar- 
rowness of the site determined the 
siting of the block parallel to East- 
bourne Terrace and light angles to 
the Mews properties at the rear con- 
trolled its length. 

A smaller tower block, nine storeys 
high, occupies the southern end of 
the present site. The building will 
overlook a two-storey block of shops 
and offices to be built on the Craven 
Street frontage when the existing 
buildings have been demolished and 
is sufficiently large without exceeding 
the normal maximum height to avoid 
being overpowered by the inflated 
scale of the Great Western Hotel.

Planning 


The buildings are of constant 
depth and are generally planned on a 
module of Sft longitudinally. This 
comparatively small module was 
chosen in preference to an &ft 
module, which had been used on 
several earlier buildings, in order to 
give greater freedom for internal plan- 
ning by future tenants. It does, how- 
ever, involve greater sub-division of 
the various services, since the desired 
flexibility depends upon each Sft 
length of building being complete 
with separate provision for heating. 
electrical and telephone services. 

The small longitudinal module 
made it possible in the lower blocks 
to eliminate internally projecting 
columns between the windows by 
using the mullions as load-bearing 
members. Visible beams at the outer 
edges of the floor slabs are also 
eliminated. The long, unbroken wall 
surfaces thus produced give the office 
spaces a particularly uncluttered ap- 
pearance and contribute to the flexi- 
bility of the interior. In the two taller 
blocks, the greater difference between 
the loads carried on the upper and 
lower floors made it necessary to em- 
ploy normal structural columns. 
These are expressed externally and 
run without a break from ground 
level to roof level. 

Additional access to the mews be- 
hind the site was required by the 
town planning authorities for car 
parking and service vehicles. This 
has been provided by means of a 
double carriageway ramp road at 
right angles to Eastbourne Terrace 
on the south site, and on the north 
site by a single carriageway ramp 
road from the main entrance of the 
18-storey block, with additional en- 
trances to the mews by the side of 7

Constructional Design 


When designing the 18-storey 
block, the architects were very con- 
scious of the fact that there is little 
experience in this country of the 
weather conditions encountered in 
high building. They have conse- 
quently taken great care to guard 
against weather penetration, and this 
care is revealed in the detailing of 
the building. The decision to have a 
brickface on the flank walls and 
rough-textured cladding units on the 
structural members was dictated by 
a desire to reduce rainwater run-off 
as far as possible. The horizontal 
and vertical projections of the struc- 
tural members on the main eleva- 
tions are also expected to assist in the 
disposal of rainwater blown across 
the facade in high winds. 


Construction 

Construction, generally, is  rein- 
forced concrete frame cast in situ. 

Normal foundations are used on the 
southern half of the site but bored 
cast in situ piles are used on the 
northern part. Reinforced concrete 
construction was adopted for the 
building in preference to steel frame

construction after a thorough pre- 
liminary investigation had indicated 
that it would be more economical. 
Flank walls on the lower blocks 
are framed, with a cavity wall in- 
filling of brick and insulating blocks. 
Flank walls on the 18-storey block 
are constructed of solid reinforced 
concrete in order to provide wind 
bracing. Infilling panels below win- 
dows are generally brick-faced on the 
lower blocks and mosaic-faced pre- 
cast concrete on the taller blocks. 


Services 


Each building is supplied with cen- 
tral heating and domestic hot water 
from one of the two boiler houses 
which are, inevitably, sited in the 
basements of the two tower blocks 
where the flues can be taken above 
the highest roofs. There are two 
complete heating and hot water sys- 
tems, each supplying all the building 
on half the site. 


Building Time 


The construction time for the five 
buildings, excluding tenants’ internal 
partitions, was 19 months and two 
of the buildings were fully occupied 
within this period.

THs building is the head office of 
a large insurance company and 
faces on to the Moorweide, a public 
green in the centre of Hamburg. 

The building consists of various 
blocks grouped around internal court- 
yards. By placing the directors’ wing on 
piloti, the architects have provided 
a successful visual link between the 
public green and one of these court- 
yards. There are two office blocks, 
one six-storeys high and the other 
nine storeys. The latter lies in the 
centre of the layout and its height 
is therefore not fully apparent from 
the adjoining streets. This appears 
to have been the intention of the 
architects who have aimed to achieve 
a humane, restrained atmosphere 
rather than the brash, dominant 
characteristics of some of the current 
German office buildings.

Concrete Bonding Plaster 
A concrete bonding plaster is the 
latest addition to the Thistle range of 
plasters. It is suitable for one-coat 
application to smooth concrete or, 
where the concrete is too uneven for 
one-coat work, it can be applied as 
a floating coat to be followed by a 
finishing coat. When preparing to 
use Thistle Concrete Bonding Plaster. 
the concrete surfaces should be 
clean and free from _ grease, 
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efflorescence or loose particles. Hack- 
ing is not necessary, but exceptionally 
smooth or dense concrete surfaces 
should be lightly roughened with a 
steel pick.

ENTRANCE CANOPY SCHOOL WEST HATCH. ESSEX RICHARD SHEPPARD, ROBSON & PARTNERS 
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The canopy to this school at West Hatch, near Chigwell, is fabricated of steel sections with timber joists 
carrying the roof and ceiling. Four cylindrical lights pick out the line of the path. The six-inch gap between 
the canopy and the building is bridged by the aluminium flashing being taken across and tucked into a joint 
in the brickwork one course above the level of the fascia. The steelwork generally is gloss black and the 
T & G boarded soffit gloss white. The architects are Richard Sheppard, Robson and Partners.
